SQUASH CENSURE 

Asking the House to reject the 
motion of censure—which if read- 
fly did tonight — Churchill de- 
nounced the ‘“‘wanton and_ reck- 
less’ conduct of the Labor party’s 
left wing which he said seemed ‘‘to 
care nothing for the peace and 
freedom of the world and for the 
safety of this’island.”’ 


Alluding to ‘‘the convulsions, the 
fwirlings and the twitchings’’ on 
the benches opposite him, Church- 
ill expressed the hope that the 
American people would make al- 
lowances for the struggles within 
the Labor party and would nof 
think the House’ unfriendly or 
“simply naggers and fault find- 
ers.’ 

In fact, the Labor party's cen- 
sure motion and the speech in 
which Philip Noel-Baker, a forme) 
minister, presented it were notably 
‘mild. Noel-Baker even spoke of 
gratitude to the United States for 
saving South Korea and the United 
Nations cause. 


That was the trouble among the 
Laborites. For two and a half 
hours before the House convened, 
the Lahor party caucus Was wran- 
gling over the terms of the censure 
motion. Aneurin Bevan and his 
cohorts of the left claimed that in 
a meeting last week the leadership 
headed by former Prime Minister 
Clement Attlee had promised to 
condemn the Yalu bombings. Att- 
lee and company denied it and on 
a vote the Bevanites lost by 101 
to 52. 

Those 52 represented less than 
10 percent of the total membership 
of ‘Parliament, but for the Labor 
party leadership there was a fur- 
ther disturbing factor in the meet- 
ing. Sixty or 70 Labor members of 
Parliament were present but not 
voting. Some of them said _ that 
not having been present at last 
week's meeting they could not pass 
judgment. In any case they did 
not rush to the rescue of Attlee. 
UNFORTUNATE TIMING 

Speaking later for the majority, 
Noel-Baker merely suggested that 
it would have been better if re- 
sponsibilities for the Korean War 
had been ‘“‘more widely shared” 
among the Allies. He said the Sui- 
ho power plant raid came at an un- 
fortunate time and may have jeop- 
ardized the truce talks, possibly 
leading to a wide conflict. He pro- 
posed ‘‘more adequate machinery 
for consultation.”’ 


Bevanites were not so temper- 


ate. Michael Foot said the censure 
motion should have been in much 
stronger terms. Mrs. Barbara Cas- 
tle, speaking of Churchill. said ‘‘we 
used to think of him as a bulldog 
sitting on the Union Jack but he 
has become a lap dog sitting on 
the Stars and Stripes of America.” 

This remark brought the retort 
from Ian Harvey, a Conservtive:

Taft Steamroller

eThe Republican National Committee, 
dominated by Sen. Robert Taft, walked 
out on television cameras Tuesday as it 
took up the question of deciding con- 
tests between rival delegations to the 
convention next week. 

At the last minute the meeting place 
was shifted from a third-floor ballroom 
of the hotel to a second-floor room, leav- 
ing the television cameras with nothing 
to photograph. The action was such an 
obvious continuation of the Taft steam- 
roller tactics as to be nauseating. Even 
members of the committee recognized 
this in voting to name a committee to 
“study” whether the hearings would be 
televised or not. 

From the action it was quite obvious 
that the committee fears deeply having 
the spotlight turned upon its delibera- 
tions about contested delegations. Ina 
determination to win the nomination for 
Taft, the members evidently are pre- 
pared to say, “The public be damned!” 
On the other hand, they fear public 
wrath if the spotlight is turned upon 
their obvious attempts to complete the 
job of rigging the convention for Taft, 

There has been nothing more out- 
raging to believers in t democratic 
processes than the tactics which Taft 
has employed in ruthlessly disregard- 
ing the wishes of the people in his quest 
for delegates. The Texas affair is no 
worse than similar actions in other 
states. 

Why shouldn’t the committee have 
wanted the hearings televised unless 
there was something it wished the public 
not to know? Why, indeed? Is this a 
sample of the kind of government the 
Taft Republicans wish to’ give the 
people? 

This committee meeting well may 
be the one which determines who will 
receive the GOP nomination. Why 
shouldn’t the people know how the man 
is chosen? 

In Chicago this week bitterness is 
being engendered that will be difficult 
for the Republicans to overcome during 
the coming campaign, regardless of 
whom they nominate. The people’s dis- 
gust certainly will lead them to repudi- 
ate Taft if he wins the nomination. 

This feeling is pretty well summed 
up by Senator Lodge, as follows: 

“I can imagine nothing more un- 
democratic than for a small group of 
men meeting in secret to arrogate unto 
themselves the right to disenfranchise 
thousands of American citizens who 
were cheated out of their votes.” 

The Taft people would like to hide 
the methods used for*cheating the peo- 
ple. Banned from television or not, the 
American people will find out the truth 
and react violently to it.

Lets Pray That 1955 
Will Not Be Too Late 


The Senate voted 79-0 to authorize 
funds for a build-up of the Air Force to 
143 wings by July 1, 1955. This is one 
year later than Air Force officials had 
set as the deadline for reaching this goal 
of minimum security and one year later 
also ithan the time they have established 
as that of America’s greatest danger 
of air attack from the Soviet Union. 

The stretchout of the program, agreed 
to by the administration after it be- 
came obvious there would not be funds 
to reach the goal by 1954, is taking a big 
chance with American security. Many 
officials have branded it an invitation to 
national suicide. In this age of atomic 
destruction, one year can mean the dif- 
ference in victory and defeat. 

At any rate, however, we are glad 
that the senators have agreed that a 
build-up of air strength is necessary. We 
hope they and the American people do 
not lose sight of the fact that this 
strength must be maintained in the face 
of the growing threat to our survival 
from atomic destruction. In the mean- 
time, we must pray and Hope that our 
present superiority in atomic weapons 
will prevent the 1954 period of danger 
from exploding in our faces. 


The Tomato Rises 
To a New High 


Consider the once lowly tomato! 

Wen this native of western South 
America was introduced in Europe in 
the 16th century, it was regarded with 
disfavor, even suspicion. 

People called it the love apple. They 
thought it was poisonous and at first 
used the red fruit only as an ornament, 
x Bt Ail. 

Gradually, the tomato was accepted 
in respectable society. Indeed, it at- 
tained fame as one of the most edible 
and important of garden vegetables. 

Ripe specimens are known to have 
been used as weapons, to indicate dis- 
pleasure with a vaudeville act or a poli- 
tician’s stump speech. 

But not today. No one is throwing 
tomatoes around when they are selling 
for as much as $13.80 a bushel. 

That is what a basket brought last 
week.in the market at Pelham, which 
city is fast earning for itself the title, 
Tomato Capital of Georgia. Tomato 
growers in the area already have grossed 
more than half a million dollars for the 
1952 crop, with the average price around 
$6 a bushel. 

Time was when folks wouldn’t touch 
a tomato with a 10-foot pole because 
they thought the thing was noxious, that 
to eat it meant death. A lot of folks 
won’t touch tomatoes today, at least not 
at $13 a bushel. It’s not poison, it’s the 
price. 

But it’s good business for the growers 
in South Georgia. We congratulate 
them on a splendid season.

WASHINGTON—When the unification bill, 
designed to put all the armed services under 
one Department of Defense and to create a 
separate Air Force, was being debated in 
Congress in 1947, two of the arguments 
against the proposal were the claims that 
it would not bring unification but would 
cause triplication and threaten the existence 
of the Marine Corps. 

The triplification argument was on the 
independ-

rating the Air Force from

' ices—Army, Navy and Air 

Force. Argument on the 

Marine Corps phase was 

that the Army was try- 

ing to drive an opening 

wedge through the unifi- 

cation bill to take over the 

Marine Corps, ultimately 

destroy its separate iden- 

tity and absorb it into the Arniye Today 

you can get a pretty good argument started 

over whether the bill, which was passed in 

1947, has actually produced unification or 
triplification. 

Those who argue that it produced tripli- 
fication point to such facts as the relatively 
new blue uniform of the Air Force. Shed- 
ding the familiar Army brown uniforms em- 
phasized the separation of the Air Force 
from the Army. 


But you can’t get an argument now on 
the old contention that unification threatens 
the abolition of the Marine Corps and its 
absorption. by the Army. To the contrary, 
since the passage of the Unification Act the 
existence of the Marine Corps has not been 
threatened. Instead, the position of the Ma- 
rine Corps has progressively grown stronger 
and more independent. 

Instead of being abolished or growing 
weaker, the Marine Corps has for practical 
purposes become the fourth service. Now 
when the armed forces are spoken of, it is 
no longer *‘Army, Navy and Air Force,’’ but 
more accurately ‘‘Army, Navy, Air Force 
and Marines.’ Legislation has been passed 
that follows somewhat the pattern of the 
separation of the Air Force from the Army 
to separate, in substance if not in form, the 
Marine Corps from the Navy. 


However, the expanded role of the Ma: 
rines and their new organizational muscle js 
even greater than the specific words in the 
law. For congressional debate on the legis- 
lation made it clear that current plans are 
to make the Marines our primary striking 
force. Emergence of the Marines from the 
shadow of the threat of merger into the 
Army to a full place of their own under the 
military sun stems from the kind of condi- 
tions the world is facing and from the new 
kind of warfare the Communists are con- 
ducting. 

The Communist plan apparently is to 
maintain a series of small wars. The an- 
swer of the U. S. to this is to have a striking 
force that is constantly ready to move in on 
any small war at any spot. The Marines 
are obviously best trained for this, for they 
are trained for triphibious duty—in the air, 
on the sea and on land.

Governor Warren 


Considers Chances 


WASHINGTON — California’s Gov. Earl 
Warren made a deep impression in his ap- 
pearance before the National Press Club 
here last week. He was the last but not the 
least imposing of the major party presi- 
dential candidates who have gone on parade 
before the club as guest speakers. 

What impressed news writers of the na- 
tion’s capital about him was his clear-cut hon- 

esty and straightforward- 

ness. It was refreshing, 

for example, to hear him 

define his candidacy for 

the Republican nomina- 

tion as a “‘limited’’ one, 

Unlike some of the others, 

he Made no claims of win- 

ning. Nor did he seek to 

give any assurance of a 

hidden ground swell be- 

ing headed in his direc- 

. tion. He did not pretend 

to be the best man for the job, and he made 

no disparaging remarks about the qualifica- 
tions of other candidates. 

By “‘limited candidacy,’ he explained that 
he meant merely that he was making him- 
self available for the Republican prize if his 
party turned to him to head the ticket. He 
made it plain that he has not been what may 
be described as an active candidate for the 
nomination, having participated in only two 
state preferential primaries outside of his 
home state of California. 

In one of these, Wisconsin, he ran second 
and captured six of the delegates, while in 
the other, Oregon, he did not do so badly, 
though losing. California, of course, gave 
him a two-to-one victory in winning the 
state’s big block of 70 delegates. 

As to what his first ballot strength in the 
convention will be, Governor Warren stated 
modestly that it would be some 76 votes, plus 
a few others that had been pledged to him 
here and there. He has been given assur- 
ance of making further modest gains as the 
balloting proceeds—if it goes beyond a few 
ballots, that is. 

With complete frankness, he admitted 
that his only hope of capturing the nomina- 
tion lay in the possibility of the convention 
being unable to agree on either one of the 
two present front runners—Sen. Robert A. 
Taft of Ohio and Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, 
both of whose camps are claiming victory on 
an early ballot. He reminded his listeners 
that one Republican national convention 
went for 33 ballots and the man who finally 
landed the nomination had only one vote on 
the first ballot. 

By these calculations, Warren’s chances 
should be at least 76 to one better. They 
certainly are not to be discounted if a dead- 
lock should develop between the Taft and 
Eisenhower forces. 

There is a growing feeling in the party 
that the two leading rivals have created so 
much bitterness that the party is faced with 


disaster in November if either one of them 


is nominated,

Happiness Lies 
In Your Work 


Unless you have a life purpose, you are 
not really living. And many people are just 
drifting along, with nothing to live for and 
nothing important to do. George Bernard 


.Shaw suggested an appropriate epitaph for a 


lot of people: “‘Died at 30, buried at 60.” In 
contrast, an old Quaker of 82 years said, 
“I’m going to live till I die and then I'm 
going to live forever.”’ 

But how does one go about finding a life 
purpose—something to live for? I have been 
asked that question by high school and col- 
lege students, by people 
in middle age, by people 
who are now in the sunset 
of life. It is a question 
that must be answered. 

From my earliest mem- 
ory, there has never been 
any doubt in my own 
mind about what I should 
do. I know I must be a 
preacher. I actually feel 
as St. Paul expressed it: 

“For though I preach the 

gospel, I have nothing to glory of: for ne-| 
cessity is laid upon me; yet, woe is unto me, | 
if I preach not the gospel.” (1 Coprinthi- 
ans 9:16.) 

But I am sympathetic with those who 
have not found the thing in life they should 
do. How can you find it? First, I would ask, 
‘‘What is the thing you love to do most?”’ 


Stella Mann tells of a minister who was 
failing in his profession. He did not like the 
ministry. What he really wanted to do was 
open a garage and be a mechanic. He said, 
“The hum of a _ perfectly tuned motor 
sounded better to my ears than a church 
hymn.”’ He would go to his study, but in- 
stead of studying, he would sit by the win- 
dow and listen to the cars go by. When a 
motor was not running right, he would be- 
gin mentally checking what was wrong 
with it. 

He failed in life and buried his talent do- 
ing what he thought he ought to do rather 
than what he really wanted to do. Had he 
talked with me, I would have told him that 
all work is sacred. And one can tune a mo- 
tor to the glory of God just as another can 
preach a sermon for God’s glory. What do 
you really want to do? 


Usually, what you really want to do and 
what you ought to do is the same thing. God 
gave us certain talents and a person likes to 
do what he can do well. And the thing you 
can do is usually the thing God planned for 
you to do. 

I have three children. Suppose one of 
them came to me and said, “I am going to 
put my life completely in your hands for one 
day.’’ Do you suppose I would think up every 
hard and unpleasant job I could and make 
that child do them? No. I would try to make 
that the happiest day that child has ever 
lived. 

And God will do no less for hfs children. 
The eternal Father wants us to be happy and 
he wants our life’s work to make us happy. 
If you find joy in a certain type of work, it 
is usually a sign of God’s approval. Find 
something vou can love, By love, I mean 
give your entire self to. That is the first 
step in finding your highest life’s purpose.

When Guiteau 
Shot Garfield 


Seventy-one years ago today my grand- 

father went in from the wheat field to the 
house to announce that ig 
the President of the Unit- ~ 
ed States had been shot. 
I don’t know how Grand- 
father had learned the 
news. Probably someone 
had been by the telegraph 
office in town. 

But my grandmother 
cried when she heard 
about it. The way I know 
is that I heard my fa- 
ther tell the story often. 

And I have heard my mother sing the 
verses to a song of the day, written in Floyd 
Collins-Lucky Lindy fashion: 


“My name is Charles J. Guiteau, 
My name I'll never deny, 

I leave my aged parents 
In sorrow for to die, etc.” 


Charles J. Guiteau, lawyer and disap- 
pointed office seeker, unstable if not en- 
tirely crazy, shot James A. Garfield; 20th 
President of the United States, in a Wash- 
ington railroad station July 2, 1881. 

Garfield, one of our soldier presidents— 
he had been a major general in the volun- 
teers—lived until Sept. 19, 1881. He had been 
chief executive of the nation only six months, 

His assassin, subject of the lugubrious 
chant quoted, was hanged. 


. And now upon the scaffold, 
I meet mz awful doom,” 


In a sense James A. Garfield was a mar- 
tyr to the cause of good government. 

‘The spoils system had been a campaign 
issue. Garfield’s murder was a factor lead- 
ing to the passage in 1883 of the Pendleton 
Act, the ‘“‘Magna Charta’’ of civil service, 
and to the creation of the Civil Service 
Commission. 

In Atlanta this week, Georgia’s’ Robert 
Ramspeck, Civil Service Commission chair- 
man, indicated that, although we have made 
progress, we've still got a long way to go 
before the spoils system is licked. ~

He declared: ‘‘At a time when 
our defense production is still ex- 
panding and contrib- 
uting«to inflationary pressures, the 
Congress has weakened price con- 
trols, has limited the effectiveness 
of wage controls, has invited wide- 
spread abandonment of rent con- 
trol, and has virtually canceled 
selective credit controls. I asked 
Congress to strengthen our. sta- 
bilization machinery and remove 
some of the ‘built-in’ inflationary 
features, like the Capehart Amend- 
ment. But instead the Congress 
has moved in the other direction.”’ 
ESCAPE ELEVATOR 

The Capehart Amendment gives 

1anufacturers the right to include 
in their prices higher labor and 
raw material occurring be- 
tween the outbreak of the Korean 
War and July 26, 1951. 

The President indicated that the 
law provides only a thin line of 
protection against inflation and 
said that its effectiveness will de- 
pend upon Congress’ willingness to 
appropriate sufficient funds for 
proper administration and upon a 
number of other factors including 
a continuation of present interna- 
tional conditions. 

“But this act, nevertheless, 
forces us to take a serious gamble 
wit hinflation,’’ Mr. Truman added, 
“‘and all of us should recognize 
that fact.’’
